WASHINGTON, May 3-Dr. C. Hart 


Merriam, chief of the department of 
ornithology of the agriculture depart- 
ment, has for several years been en- 
gaged in examining and analyzing the 
contents of the stomachs of hawks, 
owls, crows, blackbirds, meadow larks 
and other birds of North Ameiica 
which are supposed to bo strikingly 
beneficial or injuiious to the crop! of 
farmers 
The stomachs of over 7,000 


birds taken at different seasons of the 
year, have been already analyzed and 
the contents determined, while some 
12,000 are still unexamined 


The results in some canes have bpeu 


remarkable, showing in several notable 
instances that popular ideas regarding 
the injurious effects of certain birds 
were wholly mistaken and that they 
have been the victims of an unjust 
prosecution. This has been found to 
be especially the case with hawks and 
owls, for the slaughter of which many 
states give bounties. Pennsylvania in 
two years gave over $100,000 in hawk 
and owl bounties 


Examinations of the stomachs of 


these birds prove conclusively that 05 
per cent, of their food was field rice, 
grasshoppers, crickets, etc, which were 
infinitely more injurious to farm crops 
than they. It was found that only five 
kinds of hawks and owls ever touched 
poultry, and then only to a very limited 
extent. 


A bulletin now about going to the 


press on the orow shows that bird not 
so black as he has been painted by the 
gardeners. 
The charges against the 


crow were that he ate corn and de- 
stroyed the eggs of poultry and wild 
birds. Examinations of their stomachs 
showed that they eat not only insects 
and other animals, and that although 
25 per cent, of their food is corn it is 
mostly waste corn, picked up in the 
fall and winter. With regard to eggs 
it was found that the shells were eaten 
and to a very limited extent for the 
lime 
They eat ants, beetles, caterpil- 


lars, bugs, flies, etc., which do much 
damage. 


Bulletins are also being prepared on 


the cu'ckoo and other blackbirds, king 
birds, 
meadow larks, 
cedar-birds, 


thrushes, cat-birds, sparrows, etc. 
In 


many cases popular ideas are lound to 
be untrue. In the case of the king- 
bird, killed by the farmer under the 
impression that it eats bees, it was 
found that he ate only drones and rob 
her flies, which themselves feed on bees 
and which destroy more bees in a day 
than the king bird does in a year. 


The king bird, therefore, is to he en- 


couraged rather than 
slaughtered 


The cuck -s are also found to be very 
useful bii. ,in this country. Because 
the Eijropean cookoo robbed nests and 
laid therein its own eggs, popular fancy 
attributed the same vicious habit to 
our own cuckoo. He is not depraved 
like his Eu

LONDON. May 3—The Uicaraguan 


trouble was settled apparently through 
the good offices of the Salvadorean 
minister to Great Britain 'and France, 
who arrived in London from Paris this 
morning and had an interview with 
Loid Kimberly, the British foreign 
secretary. It is understood that Am- 
bassador Bayard was present at the 
meeting although the statement of Sir 
Edward Grey in the house of commons 
that the United States had not Bug 
gested terms for an amicable settlement 
would indicate that Mr. Bayard was 
only present as amic'JB curite 
The 


conference between Lord Kimberly 
and Minister Medina, the minister from 
Salvador, resulted in a definite arrange 
ment of terms for the settlement of the 
trouble at Corinto, tbe substance of 
which was immediately cabled to Secre- 
tary Gresham by Mr. Bayard. In the 
dispatch Mr Bayard eaid that Great 
Britain had accepted the guarantee 
made by Salvador of the payment of 
the indemnity of $77,500 demanded by 
Great Britain, the payment to be made 
by Nicarauua in London within a fprt- 
night, and the British government 
agreeing that as soon as Nicaragua con- 
firmed this promise to pay and in- 
formed the British admiral in charge 
of the naval force at Corinto of that fact 
the admiral would be instructed to 
withdraw not only the force of marines 
which, under command of Captain 
French, now hold possession of the 
custom house and other government 
buildings at Corinto, but also to remove 
his war ships from the harbor. 


The Globe this afternoon, comment- 


ing upon the trouble between Nicarau- 
gua and Great Britain, says: "The 
sharp little lesson which we had the 
painful duty to inflict upon Nicaraugua 
cannot fail to be productive of good 
there 
Another and more powerful 


state has ,been taught a useful lesson.

China to Japan. 


SHANGHAI, May 3—In accordance 


with a special imperial edict issued in 
order to prevent the possibility of the 
Japanese entering Pekin, the Chinese 
have cut the river embankments near 
Pekin. Miles of territory have been 
flooded and hundreds of Chinese have 
been drowned. 


The British minister to China, Mr. 


N. E. O'Conner, has gone to Pekin to 
make an attempt to recover from the 
Chinese government tbe arrears of pay 
due to foreigners who were serving in 
the Chinese army previous to the out- 
break of hostilities.

1J o'clock this morning one of the 


powder mills of the American Powder 
company here blew up A (ew minutes 
later a second mill, situated a hundred 
yards away, also exploded. This caused 
the explosion to spread to the third 
mill, known as the Corning mill, and 
in a few minutes it blew up and was 
also destroyed. Five persons are be- 
lieved to have been killed. The woods 
close by the mills were set on fire and 
burned fiercely, threatening the big 
store house of the company, contain- 
ing 20.000 pounds of powder, and pre- 
venting 
the 
saving of 
property. 


Fifty men were employed 
in 
the 


mills and when the noise of the first 
explosion was heard in the Corning 
mills, about forty in number rushed 
from the building and escaped before 
the flames spread to the mill. The 
mills, ten in number, are separated 
from each other and enclosed by high 
board fences. The explosion of the 
first mill set fire to the surrounding 
fence ^and flanif a soon spread to the 
second mill. In fifteen minutes after 
the first explosion three of the mills 
had been destroyed
